Hospital 
operated at a $113,299 loss for 
the year of 1975, Karl Stein, 
h o s p i t a l 
a d m i n i s t r a t o r , 
reported to the hospital board in 
the regularly scheduled meeting 
Monday night at the hospital. 
Stein reported that although 
the 
loss 
seems 
phenominal, 
many reasons can be cited for 
the operational deficit. 
Perhaps the most significant 
reason for the deficit has been 
the low occupancy rate at the 
hospital, according to Stein. He 
reported the rate of occupancy 
at the hospital is 41 per cent for 
1975, a marked decrease from 
the 1974 rate. 
Stein also cited other reasons 
for the loss, including the in­

in

in su ran ce 
the 
hospital must have for staff 
physicians. 
The 
cost 
of 
m a lp ra c tic e

increased three-fold over the

Stein also cited increases in 
utility rates, food costs, and 
labor costs as reasons for the 
operational loss in 1975. 
The hospital did report an 
operational profit of $15,774, for 
the month of December, ac­ 
cording to Stein. Stein reported 
the profit to the board following 
the approval by the group of 
$126,539 in accounts payable.

A low-cholesterol diet fed to 
thousands of persons in a 4'_<- 
year study was of no significant 
help 
in 
prev en tin g 
heart 
disease, said a recent news 
report from the 48th Scientific 
Sessions of the American Heart 
Association. 
Involved were some 17,000 
p atien ts of M innesota sta te 
hospitals 
T h eir diets w ere 
strictly controlled 
“ In the 
entire population 
including 
men and women of all ages over 
21, 
d esp ite 
a 
satisfacto ry 
decrease in blood cholesterol, 
there was not the slightest hint 
of benefit,” it was reported by 
Dr 
Ivan 
D. 
Frantz of the 
University of Minnesota 
Dr. Frantz is director of the 
u n iv e rsity ’s Lipid R esearch 
Clinic. 
Regarding the idea that a diet 
lower in cholestrol and fats 
might 
protect 
against 
heart 
disease, Dr, Frantz remarked, 
“ I still believe in the theory, but 
it’s awfully 
hard to demon 
stra te.” 
Although the over all results 
of his study indicated that the 
diet was of no benefit, Dr 
Frantz said that men in the 
study under 50 years of age may 
have benefited somewhat 
But 
why this might be, he said, is 
difficult to explain 
In the over all study those on 
the special 
diet 
experienced 
about a 14 percent drop in their 
blood cholesterol levels. Prior to 
the 
drop, 
the 
subjects 
had 
cholesterol levels in the normal 
range. 


As tor the benefit accruing to 
the men under 50, Dr Frantz 
was quoted as saying he thought 
it wise not to draw conclusions 
other than that the research 
offered “ an hypothesis for 
further testing.” 


This research serves to fur­ 
ther fortify the fact that there 
are no simple answers to heart 
d isease, 
d esp ite som e 
a d ­ 
vertising to the contrary. 
The general public should not 
on 
its 
own, 
especially 
in 
response to sales promotion, 
start fooling around with its diet 
for fear of cholesterol 
Only 
your 
p h ysician, 
with 
full 
knowledge of 
your personal 
medical history and that of your 
family, is in a position to make
